The Greek 
Church, however, uses leavened bread 
for the Eucharist. The unleavened/ 
bread indicates the purity of soul, 
which all should atquire and 

is obtained only through Christ. 
Leaven denotes vice and the principle 
of all corruption. “Know ye not that 
‘a Iittle leayen corrupteth the whole 
mass? Purge out the old leaven that 
ye may be a new paste, as you are un- 
leavened” (1 Cor. 6, 7). 

The altar-bread is of a circular 
form. Pictures in the catacombs 
show that the early Christians used 
round altar-breads. The circle is the 
most perfect of figures and is sym- 
bolic of eternity and infinity. On this 
account {it is the most appropriate 
figure to represent the presence of 
Him, Who is without beginning and 
without end (Heb. 7, 3). The altar-

What the boldest imagination of the most. gifted poet could only dimly 
poncelve, thie Christ, the risen Lord, has made a certainty by His Resurrec- 
ifon and Ascension. The true, most majestic and most touching tragedy is 
the one enacted on Calvary, It surpasses in splondor and dignity the tragic 
creations of the most renowned poets¢ What is the “Divine Comedy” com- 
pared to the true Resurrection of Christ to everlasting glory? It is but the 
stammering and the halting speech of the child. What is Raphael's “Trans- 
figuration of Christ,” this richly-eolored canvas, compared “with the true joy 
at Heaven? What is Wagner's soubstirring music compared to the harmonies 
of the elty eternal? What all the passing beauty and transitory splendor of 
earth, when estimated “sub specie aeternitatis”—from the standpoint of the 
glory. that passeth not away, of that joy which no ear had heard, no eye hath 
penerarominnt to the lowliest follower of the Christ, the Savior?

The co- 
incidence does not, of course, prove 
the miracie, but it forms around it a 
very strong atmosphere of truth. 

We have another instance given us 
on p. 276 in connection with the words 
of St. Matthew, who, in describing the 
Passion of Christ, says: “Then did 
they spit in His face, and buffeted 
Him; and others smote Him with the 
palms of their hands, saying: Prophesy 
unto us, thou Christ, who is he that 
smote Thee” (xxvi.67). Now any one, 
unacquainted. with the other writers 
of ‘the Gospel ‘story, would be very 
much puzzled over these words.
